Severe 
criticism was directed towards the Commit- 
tee by passengers and members of the 
Olympic party because they did not take 
tic action at once in view of the serious 
offence. 


UNANIMOUS DECISION 


“At the second meeting over two hours 
were devoted to ascertaining the facts. Mrs. 
Jarrett, occupying a cabin with two young 
swimmers, could not be “aroused by the 
team’s physician and the ship’s doctor, who 
were sent to make an examination. There 
was no difference of opinion among the score 
of leaders of the club and college athletes 
who were present, and their decision, after 
learning all the facts, was nnanimous 
“This team, with nearly 400 athletes, was 
the best-behaved squad ever sent abroad, 
and it is most unfortunate that this unplea- 
sant affair should arise to mar an otherwise 
admirable journey. The American Olympic 
Committee has no further statement to 
make.”

Jeaseholders, said Mr. Dixon, grave injustice 
might be done to the leaseholder. If limits | 
were placed upon rents for certain types of 
premises similar limits should be placed on 
ground rents payable by leaseholders in 
respect of the same property. The leasc- 
holders involvea in the cases which he would 
submit were prepared to pass on to their 
tenants any reductions received. 

The leaseholder in occupation of his 
premises, and not protected by the Increase 
of Rents and Mortgage Restrictions Act. had 
no legal means of demonstrating that his 
rent was unjust or oppressive. The prime 
iecessitvy was to ciate compulsory tenant 
purchase by the leaseholders or other persons 
in long occupation. In many cases the 
amount of rent would have purchased the 
property several times over. 


RENTS COURT 


The association submitted that the time 
had come when the leaseholder was entitled 
to the protection afforded to all other 
tenants in the country from the rapacity of 
landlords, particularly absentee landlords, It 
was urged that provisions should be made | 
immediately to: (1) Set up fair rent courts | 
for all leaseholders; (2) stop the eviction of 
leaseholders who were prevented by forces 
beyond their control from paying exorbitant 
rents; (5) provide machinery whereby occupa- 
tion leaseholders may be enabled com- 
pulsorily to purchase their holdings. 

Captain Hughes said that he was a director 
of the arish Leaseholders’ Association, which 
bas a membership of 20,000. They had three 
grievances—the :apacity of landlords, the 
changed economic conditions not taken inte 
consideration and the excessive ground rents 
in the towns and new residential areas, There 
was a very definite tendency on the part of 
ali kinds of landlords, not only to double, 
but to treble rents when leases expired. There 
was a very definite grievance in Dun Laogh 
aire, he added, where some rents on expiry 
had been increased by 900 per cent. 

Captain Hughes said that he had-his pro- 
perty on the remainder of a 36-year lease, 
expiring in 1945. His total payments in 
rent, rates, repairs, etc., amounted to £1,000 
per annum, but owing to the decrease ol 
traffic at the Breadstone railway station, his 
business turnover had fallen by 40 per cent. 


QUESTION OF A FAIR RENT 


Mr. Herlihy a member of the Tribunal. 
pointed out that the Fair Rent Court sug- 
gested by the Association would have diffi- 
culty in deciding what was a fair rent. Ii 
was. easy to say: ' Fix a fair rent.” Did it | 
occur to them that their Association should | 
think the thing out more fully’ A fair rent | 
was a double-sided thing—it would have to 
be fair both to the tenant and the landlord. 
The judge could not go in ag the tenant's 
partisan. 

To Mr. Herlihy, Captain Hughes said that 
he would fix the compulsory purchase price 
at ten years’ purchase. 

The Tribunal adjourned till August 5.

KILLED

ENGAGEMENT WITH 
BRITISH TROOPS

From REUTER's CoORRESPON ENT. 
JERUSALEM, Sunday. 


Twelve of a band of Arab snipers, about 
fifteen strong, who opened ure from the 
Judean hills on omnibuses proceeding to ‘Je! 
Aviv from Jerusalem to-day, were killed in a 
fight with British troops which followed the 
ambush. Concealed and putting up a stout 
resistance daring 90 minutes of continuous 
gunfire, the Arabs ap eared more numerous 
than they actually were. It was not unti: the 
firing had died down that the true position 
was known. 

First on the scene of the ambush of the 


,omnibuses were British troops returning from 


another mission. Later infaniry reinforce 
ments were rushed from Jerusaler-, and a 
flight ot Royal Air Force ‘planes, carrying 
bombs, also took off from the spot. ‘I'wo oi 
the Arabs killed were hit by bombs 
Altogether four bombs were dropped, one 
setting fire to a Government forest reserve. 
The fire was quickly put out by the land 
forces 

No casualties are reported among the 
troops, apart from one soldier of the Dorset 
Regiment, who was injured in the leg when 
he tripped over a rock. When all was quiet 
again the troops threw a cordon round an 
opening m the hills, giving access to th: 
plains, and set about rounding up what was 
left of the gang. No passengers in the 
omnibus were kurt.

An Irish Scholar 


The 


appointment of a distinguished 
Irish scholar in the person of Professor 
Eric Dobbs to succeed Professor Gilbert 
Murray at Oxford has caused considerable 
controversy in England, It is said that 
Professor Dobbs is anti-patriotic, a 
pacifist, and a Socialist, and that such 
a combination is not desirable in one who 
may have the moulding of youthful 
character at a great university. For many 
years Professor Dobbs has held the Chair 
of Greek in the University of Birming- 
ham, where he was extremely pular 
with colleagues and students, and where 
no question ever arose about his political 
opinions. Professor Eric Robertson Dobbs 
was born 43 years ago in Banbridge, where 
his father was headmaster of Banbridge 
Acedomy, and was educated at Campbell 
Collere, Belfast.‘ Part of the trouble 
about his appointntent to succeed Pro- 
fessor Murray is due to an alleged state- 
ment that he did not take part in the 
military side of the Great War because he 
was an internationalist and because, “ as 
an Irishman,’’ he had no interest in the 
Empire, as such, during thesWar. Why 
this should have caused trouble is difficult 
to see, “gs many distinguished professors 
in Oxford and other English universities 
are decidedly heterodox in their social 
and political opinions. 


lrish-Canadian Judge 


The eminent positions attained by Irish- 
men in the Dominions is brought to mind 
by the retirement of Sir William Mulock, 
the Chief Justice of Ontario, at the age of 
ninety-two. Sir William Mulock is the son 
of the late Thomas Mulock, M.D.. of 
Banagher, and he has had a most distin- 
guished career in Canadian political and 
legal affairs. As a politician, Sir William 
became the first Minister of Labour in the 
Canadian Cabinet, but before that he had 
been for a period Postmaster-General. . In 
1905 he retired from politics to become 
Chief Justice of the Exchequer Court of 
the Province of Ontario, and in 1922 he 
became Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of the Province. The Province of Ontario, 
over whose Supreme Court Sir William 
Mulock presided for nearly fourteen years, 
has a population of about three and a half 
millions, and the population of its prin- 
cipal city, Toronto, is about 650,000. In 
population Ontario somewhat. resembles 
the Irish Free State, as does that of its 
capital city suggest the size of Dublin. 
Sir William Mulock has been honoured by 
Canadian universities, as well as by the 
Bar Associations of Canada and the 
United States, and in Canada he is 
regarded as the ‘* Father” of the Bar. 
His retirement at the age of ninety-two 
years was marked by the felicitations of all 
classes in the Dominion. 


— — Kis, 
Sir Osmond &smonde 

The death of Sir Osmond Esmonde not 
merely closes a family-line, one of the 
few aristocratic Roman Catholie families 
in Ireland, but takes from Irish life its 
last magnifico. He had an air, partly, 
no doubt, conscious, but genuine to his 
nature, of the man who lives dramatic- 
ally. When one saw him arrive in his 
top hat, his cloak with the silver clasp 
at the neck, and. his silver-headed cane, 
one felt that this was a character just a 
little out of his time—which would have 
been, at the latest, the end of the last 
century. His love of practica] jokes, his 
love for the whimsical adventure, took 
him back a little further in time to the 
eighteenth century. I have seen him 
order a smashing big dinner at the Arts 
Club, and then, just as the soup arrived, 
cry, " Oh, I think I'll go around to the 
Shelbourne,””’ and one could never be 
quite certain in what mood of awareness 
or. unawareness he did things like that. 
Once he got out of bed at the club and 
went down to the street for a breath of 
air; inadvertently he locked himself out ; 
in his pyjamas and dressing-gown he 
walked to a hotel—and, again, one felt 
that he relished the walk more than the 
unorthodox return to his own room.- Such 
a man could never hope to attain eminence 
in politics. We are a bit like the French 
in our belief that politics cannot be con- 
ducted by anybody but solemn people. 
M. Maurois has remarked with amazement 
that a British Minister can leave the 
council table and go to a cricket match: 
it would have finished the career of a 
Frenchman. While as for a man who, 
like ‘‘ Ozzy Esmonde,’’ did things like 
laying a wreath of vegetables at the 
Victoria statue. ... His passing takes 
yet another patch of colour out of our 
all-too colourless social life. 


Ghe Seven Sleepers 


T am not clear why July 27th has been 
selected as the festival of the Seven 
Sleepers, who, by some, were regarded as 
martyrs. It is certain that the Seven 
Sleepers became honoured by the Christian 
Church at a very early period. The 
legend relating to them states that the Em- 
peror Decius set up a statue at Ephesus, 
which he commanded all the inhabitants 
to worship. Seven young men disobeyed 
the order, and in order to avoid the con- 
sequences of their disobedience they fled 
to Coeluis, where they concealed themselves 
in a cavern. Decius, hearing of their re- 
treat, ordered the cavern to be closed. 


_Thirty years afterwards some workmen dis- 


covered the cavern, and, on opening it, 
the story goes that the seven young men 
were still alive and asleep. The workmen 
wakened them up, and one of them, 
anxious to find news of the outside world, 
made his way back to Ephesus. Proceed- 
ing to a store to make a purchase, the 
antiquity of the coin which he tendered 
aroused the suspicion of the vendor, who 
commun'cated with the authorities. In- 
vestigation following, it was decided that 
the preservation of the seven young men 
was due to miraculous intervention. But 
another version of the Seven Sleepers 
states that it was the bones of the young 
men that were found in the cave, and 
they were later taken as relics to a church 
in Marseilles. 


A Census of Fish 


It occurred to me the other day that it 
would be interesting to learn how human 
beings compare in numbers with other 
living creatures on the earth. The world’s 
human population is supposed to be about 
fifteen hundred millions; but it is probable 
that this figure is exceeded by some of the 
smaller mammals, such as rats and 
rabbits. The surface of the clobe, how- 
ever, is covered with water to three-fourths 
of its extent, and who shall attempt to 
estimate the number of fish contained in 
this vast area? Pliny was aware of the 
existence of 176 species of fish. but modern 
scientists have classified 20,000 species, 
and, since it has become possible to 
examine the ocean depths to some slight 
extent, new varieties are continually being 
discovered. It is said that 400,000,000 
cod and 3,000,000.000 herring are caught 
every year; yet these must represent only 
a very minute proporticn of the individuals 
In existence. Indeed, it is prcbable that 
the total fish population, if it were possible 
to form an estimate, would reach astro- 
nomical] figures.

THERE eould be only one subject for 

Motor Notes this week, and the sub- 
ject is the Limerick Grand Prix Inter- 
national Priority Street Race. which wil! 
be held on Monday next. There will be 
thirty competitors, for if any of the chosen 
few so unwinds the works in practice that 
he is unable to come to the post, 
““ reserves ’’ will be moved up to take his 
place. 

Last year’s race at Limerick was de- 
scribed by people who were absolutely 
unprejudiced in the matter as easily the 
best there ever had been, on land or sea; 
and while there have since been other 
races touching the high-watey mark of 
excellence, there has been no finish so 
close as the seven seconds between Fontes 
and Fairfield, and never such fast and 
continuous excitement as was provided by 
a score and a half of cars on that great 
street course of 23 miles. 

In the early laps of the Limerick Race 
cars will be passing at the average rate 
of one every five seconds. The faster cars 
will be lapping in approximately two and 
a-half minutes. It will be a devil of a 
race to time; those who successfully keep 
a lap chart from start to finish will be de- 
serving of huge illuminated scrolls 
decorated with pretty little pictures of 
pencils and pencil sharpeners and car 
numbers and ticks noir rampant upon a 
chequered sheet.

HIGH BIRTH RATE 

Cork’s birth-rate last year is something of 
& mystery, because the Registrar-General's 
summary gives the number of children, whose 
mothers’ homes were in Cork, as 1,867, while 
the number of notifications received. by. the 
Medical Officer’s department was 1.945. As- 
suming the latter figure to be right, this gives 
a birth-rate of 24.78 per 1,000 of the ula- 
tion, compared with an. average of hi per 
1,000 íor the whole of the country. ; 

The death-rateé “as 14.8 per 1,000, against 
14.9 in the previous year. Of the 1,158 
deaths recorded heart disease was responsible 
for 245, cancer for 1335 and pulmonary tuber- 
culosis for 115, | 

The report also shows ‘how one of the three 
cases of typhoid fever reported during the 
year was traced back to the patierit's contact 
with a man who had sufferad from. typhoid 
fever fifteen years ago—during an. epidemic. 
Good water supply is largely responsible for 
the low incidence of the disease. Water-horne 
diseases have entirely disappeared in Cork. 

Commenting on food inspection, the Medical 
Officer expresses the hope that the general 
inspection of all meat supplies in the city 
will be enforced before the end of the present 
year, following the drafting of by-laws. 

In an appendix Dr. Saunders reports that 
of 2,729 children examined 6.97 per cent. 
showed evidence of rheumatism; in England 
the figure. for rheumatic children is about 
2 per cent. About one-third of ali definitely 
rheumatic children suffer from heart disease. 
Rheumatism has also been found to be more 
prevalent among girls than boys. 

The dental examination of 4,885 children 
in Cork last year showed that 2,940 (60.2 per 
cent.) required treatment, 

Under blind welfare schemes 144 persons 
receive allowances from the Cork Corporation 
and 219 receive Slate pensions.

ONLY FOUR FINISH INSIDE 
TIME LIMIT

HE Dublin “Hundred”. motor cycle 
a race in Phoenix Park-on Saturday pro- 
vided a surprise winner in the person 
of “Max Joyner,” who was a novice riding 
in his first race, on a standard “ Ulster 
model Rudge. Displaying fine control and 
steadiness on the wet roads, he ran away 
from the rest of the field, making the fastest

He 
was the fastest finisher, and won the 500 c.c. 
National Championship. 

So easy was ‘‘Joyner’s’’ win that, in addi- 
tion to the first three men, ae one other 
rider succeeded in finishing inside the time 
limit of 10 minutes—G. Lally (Rudge), who 
received the novices’ award, 

Three riders completed the full distance 
outside the time-limit for awards—A, E. G. 
Moore (498 Scott), H. V. Quinn (348 Velo- 
cette), the former holder of the 350 c.c. chan- 
pionship, and B. G. Leavey (348 Velocette'. 
T. P. Leonard (H.R.D.), O. Sheridan (Sun- 
beam), and F. Sandles (Sunbeam) were still 
running when the race was declared over. 


FEW VISITORS 


There were 35 starters out of an entry of 
39, and they received starts from the scratcn- 
men, M. Barrington and T, G. Byrne 
(Rudge), ranging up to 20 minutes. A 
notable absentee was H. Taggart, the Belfast 
man, why» won the 500 c.c. class champion- 
ship last year. Most of the field were Dublin 
men, but there was one rider from Belfast, 
W. A. Murtagh (Norton), who retired with 
mechanical trouble early on when well placed, 
and others from Dundalk, Co. Limerick, ana 
the neighbouring counties to Dublin. 

The limit man, W. J. Gibbons, on a side- 
valve Norton, could not get started for somo 
time, and the lead was taken by F. MclLarney 
(Enfield) ; but after a couple of slow laps he 
was passed by T. P. Leonard (H.R.D.), who 
remained in front to the end of the fifteenth 
lap. R. C. Yeates (Triumph), W. T. Doherty 
(Matchless), and P. D. Gill (Ariel) chased 
him for several laps, but all met with mecha- 
nical trouble of various kinds, which caus! 
their retirement, Gill lasting the longest. 

Before half-distance (12 Bee “Max Jov- 
mr’’ (499 Radge) had suddenly appeared in 
third place, ahead of 0). Sheridan (493 Sua- 
beam) and A. E G. Moore. He moved into 
second place soon after, and passed Leonard 
on the sixteenth lap, to take the lead, which 
he held to the end (at home in the wet).

R. GEORGE HEWSON, Government 
M Official Arbitrator, sat in Lamerick 
County Courthouse to-day to hear 
claims for compensation by the Moy Guild of 
Fishermen, Limerick, against the Electricity 
Supply Board, who propose to acquire the 
fisheries in the Shannon under the Shannon 
Fisheries Act, 1935. 

Applhcants claimed £250,000 for loss of pro- 
perty and £200,000 for loss of livelihood. 

Mr. N. Binchy, K.C., and Mr. G. C. 
Cullinan (instructed. by Mr. D. G. ODono- 
van, solicitor), appeared for the applicants, 
and Mr, T. G. Marian (instructed by Messrs. 
Cox and Co., solicitors) for the Electricity 
Supply Board. 

Mr. Binchy said that the Abbey Guild was 
the oldest body of fishermen in this country, 
and had fishing rights in the Shannon from time 
immemorial, The exact date was not known, 
but the Guild operated at the siege of 1690, 
and passes were issued by the belligerents 
to the fishermen to follow their avocation. 
The Guild consisted of a number of Limerick 
families, membership being male entailed and 
very conservatively administered, There were 
at, present forty-eight active members of the 
Guild, with twelve boats each and with 
a crew of four. Evidence would be 
given to show that during the sea- 
son the average earnings of each 
man was between £6 and £8 a week, or £4 
a week all the year round. He now wished 
to amend the claim for loss of fisheries to 
£192,000, and the claim for loss of earnings to 
£48,800, making a total claim of £240,000. 


THE ABBEY GUILD 


Evidence was given by Patrick Shanny, 
President of the Guild, which, he said, com- 
prised 68 members belonging to certain 
families having hereditary rights. His average 
seasonal earnings were from £6 to £8 weekly. 
In the month of June to the best of his 
knowledge 300 reale were caught, at an 
average weight of between 53 Ibs, and 6 lbs. 
In May abont 200 would. be caught in a 
night,.and in April and March between 280 
and 300 salmon of an average weight of 26 |b. 
would te taken. Tite average number of 
salmon taken annually would be 34,000, re- 
presenting 463,420 lbs., at a cash value of 
£34,756, 

The Arbitrator—There seems to be some- 
thing wrong about these figures, as if correct 
the Shannon fishéries would be worth millions. 

Mr. Cullinah—It ‘had: béeh stated that 
1,000 salmon were caught in the River Moy 
in ofie day. 

Mr. Liam Forde, director E.S.B., said that 
the official return of the cash value of salmon 
exported. in 1927—a prolific year—was 
£50,000. 

Mr. Brady—The catches of the Abbey 
fishermen -are net included because they kept 
no records.

The Arbitrator—At any rate, the figure of | 


stated that the average earnings of each man 
would be about £6 per week On that basis 
the earnings of each man for 22 weeks of the 
season would be £132, and for the 48 men 
the annual carnings would be £6,336. For 
20 years the earnings of the men would 
amount to £126,720, -which figure they were 
prepared to accept in settlement of one por- 
tion of the claim. 

With reference to the value of the fishery, 
Mr. Binchy said he had great difficulty in 
arriving at a fair basis of compensation for 
each. man. He could not see how it was 
possible to name any sum which could be 
divided into equal parts that would compen- 
sate the men for the loss of their earnings. 
The only way that could be done was to 
hear individual evidence from each claimant 
regarding his loss, and in that way a fair 
decision could be arrived at. -To do that, 
however, it would be necessary to adjourn 
the Arbitration Court, and he suggested an 
adjournment until September next. 

e Arbitrator said that it would not be 
possible to allow compensation for the loss of 
the fishery and the loss of earnings. 

Mr. Marnan said that such a suggestion was 
ridiculous. 


Mr. Hewson—What is the Board prepared 


to offer? 


£40,000 

Mr. Marnan—We have no authority from 
the Board to offer anything. The Board, 
however, thought that £24,000. would be 
adequate, but wé are prepared to advise them 
to settle for £40:000 compensation, having 
heard the evidence. This is made up of £4,000 
for the fishery and £36,000 for the men. 

The Arbitrator—That offers a basis for a 
com promise. 

After further discussion between counsel 
and the claimants, Mr. Binchy saft-that he 
was not in a position to agree to the figure 
suggested by Mr, Marnan now. 
responsibility for the leaders of these men to 
either refuse or accept that figure. He thought 
that the men should be given an opportunity 
of holding a. meeting of the Guild with the 
object speciaily of explaining the position to 
the younger members, and for that reason he 
was going to ask for an adjournment. 

' Mr. Hewson said that he would gladly 
grant an adjournment. It was not a matter 
that the men could rush into. 

Mr. Hewson then announced that he would 
make the award when matters of detail were 


settled.

The Children’s Bar 


For a number of weeks the children of 
Glasgow have been able to issue to one 
another the most moving of all invita- 
tions: ‘Come and have one.” Milk bars 
have been set up in the city’s most 
congested areas, and daily 9,000 children 
plant their feet on the rail, an elbow on 
the counter and a hand round a half one. 
In their own homes the little ones insist 
on gaseous lemonade ; but the opportunity 
to do as Daddy does quickly has won them 
over to-the new tipple, and now 63,000 
children are served every week with 
health-giving milk. While it is nice to 
think of the good that is 
done to their systems, we are some- 
what concerned about the deégree of 
damage that is being done to their souls. 
Among 63,000 of Glasgow's poorest 
children surely there are some who have 
been sent into the “ snug” after Daddy 
to bring him home to dinner; and, with 
the lore that these messengers have 
acquired, they may have been able to lay 
the foundations of a perilous milk-drink. 
ing technique. In the ordinary run of 
circumstance the milk-drinkers probably 
would cluster round the bar in childish 
excitement, holding out their pennies with 
that eagerness which can be seen at its 
best around the ice cream cart on the 
beach ; but the child’s aptitude for imita- 
tion—and its envy of the more self- 
indulgent activities of its elders—may have 
provoked an entirely different method 
among the young Glaswegians.

Naval Building 


The contract just placed for a patrol 
submarine to be built at Birkenhead marks 
the beginning of the building of the vessels 
in the 1936 programme. The new ships, 
which are to be laid down with the least 
possible delay, include two battleships, two 
aircraft carriers, seven cruisers, and seven 
submarines, as well as eighteen destrovers 
and a number of smaller craft. The 
aggregate tonnage of the vessels in the 
1936 programme is 175,000, and within the 
next few months orders will be placed for 
the whole of this programme. As the com- 
plete programme was only - announced 
during the present month, the contracts 
are being placed with remarkable speed, 
for sometimes the period between the draw- 
ing up of a naval programme and the 
placing of the contracts runs into months, 
or even into years. 


Milk 


Little has been heard of late concerning 
the operations of the Food Council, but 
its members have been making inquiries 
regarding a number of prices, and have 
now taken.up the matter of the retail price 
of milk in England and Wales. Attention 
is drawn to the fact that from the time 
when minimum appropriate retail prices 
were introduced under the Milk Marketing 
Board contract in the summer of 1934.

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: E Spanish Government appeared 

during the week-end to be gaining 
the offensive against the rebel armies. 
The advance on Madrid has beén checked 
and Government forces are strongly 
attacking the rebel strongholds at Sara- 
gossa, where a decisive battle is expected 
shortly, and at Seville. 

San Sebastian has been cleared of 
rebels, and Barcelona, in which fierce 
fighting took place throughout the week, 
is returning to nofmal life. Trams and 
"buses ‘are again running and food sup- 
plies are adequate. 

Loyal warships have assumed the offen- 
sive against the revolutionary base in 
Morocco, Ceuta being bombarded on 
Saturday and Melilla today. Govern- 
ment aeroplanes also attacked Algeciras 
from the air. 

Slowly, as details of the week of civil 
war and bloodshed become known, some- 
thing of the staggering toll of death and 
destruction can be assesséd. It is esti- 
mated that 2,000 have been killed on the 
rebel side alone in one sector of the battle 
for Madrid. Government losses were 
almost as heavy, says Reuter. 
The British team of athletes, who were 
to have taken part in the People’s Games 
at Barcelona, arrived in London last 
night. Mr. G. Elvin, the leader, stated 
that all churches in Barcelona, with the 
exception of the Cathedral, had been 
burned down. Fascists, he said, had used 
them as forts, and they were attacked by 
Government supporters. 


LURID STORIES UNTRUE 


The lurid stories of the revolution, he 
added, were untrue. 

The Governmené broadcast announced 
last night that seapianes from Barcelona 
had bombed Palma, the chief town of 
Majorca (Balearic Islands). Several 
rebel chiefs, who had been escaping in a 
boat, had been taken prisoner. 

Sefior Gil Robles, the Catholic leader, 
embarked on Saturday night at Boulogne 
in the liner Avile Star, which is bound for 
Lisbon en route to South America. The 
Surete Nationale state that it is thought 
Sefior Robles may disembark at Lisbon. 
According to refugees from Barcelona, a 
British business man, whose name is not 
known, was travelling by motor car with 
a Swiss friend, escaping from Barcelona, 
when they came to a picket of Red Guards. 
The Guards ordered the car to stop, mean- 
while covering the occupants with their 
reyolvers. The motor car was travelling 
fast, and the sudden putting on of the 
brakes caused two tyyres to burst. The Red 
Guards thought that the occupants of the 
ear were firing at them and killed both 
the Briton and the Swiss with a volley 
from their revolvers, it is declared. 


OFFER TO REBEL

in Lisbon yesterday, Sefior Barrio, a former 
Acting-President, has telephoned the rebel 
leader, General Mola, in the nameof Presi- 
dent Azana, offering him. the post of 
Minister of War in a new Ministry com- 
posed of Right and Centre elements, which 
Azana was reported to be trying to form.

ON HILLSIDE 


CRASH IN WILD 
COUNTRY 


SEVEN PLANES USED 
IN SEARCH 


WO Scottish airmen, for whom search 
had been made since Saturday, were 
found dead last night beside their ‘plane 
wrecked on a hillsidé at Broad Law, miles 
from the nearest habitation. 

They were Mr. Kenneth Crawford, of 
Westerlea, Murrayfield, Edinburgh, and 
Mr. W. W. (‘‘Jack’’) Barrie, of St. 
Andrews, Dunbar. 

On Saturday when they left Edinburgh 
to fly to Carlisle to pick up an aircraft 
which belong to Crawford, the weather 
was blustery and visibility poor. 

Crawford and Barrie had to fly over wild 
and desolate country. 

It is assumed that the two airmen, 
having found conditions too bad for flying, 
were returning to Macmerry aerodrome 
when the accident occurred. 

Broad Law is a hill in the Moorfoots, 
Peeblesshire, overlooking Talla Reservoir, 
which is the source of Edinburgh’s water 
supply. 

Crawford and Barrie were found about 
six o'clock last night by a search party 
on foot lying beside their wrecked machine. 
Barrie’s father was at Macmerry aero- 
drome when the tragic news was received. 
Crawford’s brother having called at the 
aerodrome earlier, had set off in his car 
to organise search parties @er the hills. 

Altogether the seven machines which 
took part in the search covered between 
3,000 and 4,000 miles. One of them was 
piloted by the West of Scotland airwoman, 
Miss Margaret Cunnison. 

Constabularies throughout the southern

MILK SUPPLY 


He comments on ‘the low standard of | 
cleanliness in the general milk supply in 
Cork, and, subsequently, quotes figures 
which show that out of 223 samples of 
ordinary market milk examined last year 
195.were classed as dirty. “ Grade A’ 
and “* 'T:T..” milk are referred to in appre- 


| ciative terms, so far as their bacteria] 


counts are concerned, but although there 
has been some improvement in ordinary 
milk in this respect the high. bacteria]: 
counts have a very marked bearing on the 
health oí the community. 

At. the moment, remarks Dr. Saunders, 
ninety per cent. of the circumstances 
under which the city’s milk is produced 
are beyond the control of his department, 
and in thes» circumstances the most he 
can do is to recommend the use of some 
form of driedemilk: in: order to lessen the 
risks to which children are exposed, but 
a great many of the poorer section of the 
community: cannot afford it. 

“IT has been advanced,” he continues; 
“ that it may not be wise to decrease 
infant mortality on the grounds that the 
survival. of such children means an 
increase in the proportion of the unfit. 
Apart altogether from thé moral aspect, 
one can scarcely regard. gastro-enteritis, a 
purely extraneous disease, as being in 
the same category. as the group classed 
‘congenital debility’ (which may be 
nature's way of weeding ont the really 
unfit). . Gastro-enteritis' is due almost 
entirely. to environmental] circumstances, 
and even the sturdiest children may be 
attacked. . It has been shown that. artifi- 
cial feeding is the principal factor, aud 
contributaries..are unclean milk, parenta! 
insanitary sur- 


PROBLEM 

Commeritinig’’oh’ tHe inefficiency of 
mothers, Pr. Saunders says that one of 
the factors ¢ausing this is the modern 
tendency to the employment of female 
laboutand the shifting. of the centre of 
family life from the home to the factory— 
the worst possible preparation for mother- 
hood.» In .aetual practice this is found, 
time. ahd again, ta be the chief reason for 
maternal inefficiency, “ One of the most 
disquieting features of modern life is the 
disinclination of girls, on leaving school, 
to embrace any form of domestic avoca- 
tion. To enter a factory would seem to be 
the general ambition, and the years which 
should have .been spent in acquiring 
knowledge of what is, after al], perhaps 
the most specialised job in the world, are 
ocgupied: in attending machines in, 
perhaps, the worst possible atmosphere for 
subsequent family life. . This is a serious 
problem, and its repercussion® are every- 
where evident, more especially in the up- 
bringing of children. 


THE HOME 


“The sooner we realise that the home 
must<«bée the centre of national life, the 
beter. No amount of State propaganda 
or State assistance will help-in the forma- 
tion of character, which must be the main- 
spring of the nation, and which can come 
from the home, and from the home only. 
To anyone concerned with the welfare of 
children it is apparent that the diseases 
of childhood are most prevalent in the 
families of shiftless parents, and there 
can be no radical improvement until we 
begin to look upon the problem from a 
new angle, and to ensure that, if from 
economic stress girls must enter factories, 
some provision should be made for their 
education in the higher avocation which 
must inevitably follow—the running of a 
home. Until such time we shall have to 
continue to remark on circumstances sach 
as undue infantile mortality. Propaganda 
by child welfare departments and voca- 
tional education may be very useful ad- 
juncts, bat it would be a very grave mis- 
take to assume that they (or any other 
form of State interference) can in any way 
replace the training which must be ac- 
quired in the home.”’ 


MATERNAL MORTALITY 


Dr. Saunders regards the figure of the 
death of three mothers for every 1,000 
live births with some satisfaction, in view 
of higher rates in previous years and the 
genera] maternal moftality rate. But, he 
says, it would be foolish to regard the 
figure for the year as representative of 
the trend of maternal mortality in the 
area, since previous experience has shown 
that it is subject to wide variation. The 
infantile mortality rate was 85.8 per 1,000 
live births, compared with 72.3 per 1,000 
in 1934. . 

After referring to the anté-natal clinics 
in the city, he says that there is difficulty 
in getting women to send for their nurses 
until actually in lat@ir. Anté-natal 
supervision, in his opi®on, will not re- 
duce the maternal mortality figure to 
zero, but it should reduce it . con- 
siderably. : i

SHOTS FROM FASCIST 


On one occasion when a small patty of the 
students were in. the street a number of 
soldiers were fired on by a Fascist in a 
position behind them. .Immediately a search 
of all those in the street began, but when 
the soldiers came to the visitors these were 
allowed to go without being searched, and, 
as ‘far as thes could find ont, all the 
foreigners in the city were treated at ail 
times with the same courtesy. 

When the fighting broke out in the city 
some of the Army, the Civil Guards and 
other Government forces turned -to the 
Fascist side, and a large number of them 
barticaded themselves in the Maria Cristina, 
one of the largest hotels on the sea-front, 
and the -Nautical Club. They were driven 
from these two places by Wednesday, and, 
thongh the Nautical Club .was-dameged in 
regard to windows and furniture, none of the 
visitors could confirm the rumours that had 
been spread abroad that it had been almost 
completely destroyed.

The Rev. Austin Murphy, of Castleknock 
College, Co Dublin, who has returned to 
Dublin after a short sojourn in the Balearic 
Islands, has stated that “if the rebels fail 
it may be very serious for the Catholic 
Church in Spain.” He said that the Church 
seemed to have backed the rebels. Before he 
left Palma there was an attempt to burn one 
of the churches there, and an attack was 
made on another.

Father Murphy related that when the 
Fascist troops entered Palma on Sunday week 
a Communist woman insulted them by some- 
thing she said. She was shot on the spot. 
“There is a good deal of that kind of thing 
in Spain,” he said. “ They shoot first, and 
hold an inquiry, if any, afterwards. In Spain 
they seem to be acting on the spur of the 
moment, and to have lost their heads.”

Now here’s a confes- 
sion: “The white hen has tried cluck- 
ing several times, but I have not en- 
couraged her.” This is not kind treat- 
ment of a very heavy layer; after all, the 
clucking is nature’s way of letting the 
poor hen have a well-earned rest, and 
even if her services as a hatcher are not 
required, she should at least be given 
some break. It is all very well to use 
preventive measures on lazy birds who 

rsist in going broody all the summer 
in order to escape laying, but when it 
comes to an unfortunate hen that la 
even two eggs a day she certainly should 
be treated as the exception and allowed 
to cluck away until she stops of her own 
accord,

te ERMANY has an area of 470,714 square 


kilometres, and on this area dwell 
67,000,000 people. The history of this 
people and their ancestors is old and full of 
vicissitudes and momentous events, and in its 
long course has finally given to land and 
nation their present character and form. 
The German Archeologist, Professor Ratzel, 
once said ' Our country is not the largest, 
nor the most fertile, nor the most sunshiny 
in Europe, but it is large enough for a 
nation which is determined not to part with 
any of it; it is rich enough to recompense 
persistent labour; it is beautiful enough to be 
worthy of love and loyalty. In a word, it is 
a country wherein a capable people can work 
out a great and happy destiny, provided that 
it remains true to itself and to its land. Ger- 
many s importance lies, not so much in its 
geographical size as in the number, activity, 
and character of its inhabitants ” 


OLYMPIC EXHIBITION 


These words apply appropriately to the 
Olympic Exhibition ‘‘ Deutschland,’ which is 
to be held from July 18th to August 16th, 
under the patronage of Reich Minister Dr. 
Goebbels. The Exhibition will give the visitor 
an intimate view of the German people and 
their environments, their past history and 
their present-day life. For this purpose, the 
latest devices and technique in the displaying 
of exhibits will be mas onóir such as large 
movable modéls, gigantic photographic en- 
largements, statistics and descriptive tables, 
costly treasures and relics of olden times, and 
vivid presentations of the achievements of the 
Third Reich. 

The focal point of the Exhibition is the 
Hall of Honour, decorated by an immense 
portrait of the F'uehrer, and depicting what 
the German nation has accomplished in the 
course of the ages and what gives 
1% its character to-day. It will show 
the historical development which led 
from political disruption to unity and 
national community spirit, as typified by the 
National Socialist institutions of the National 
Welfare Organisation, Winter Relief, N.S. 
Women’s League and the “Kraft durch 
Freude”’ Vacation Association. The German 
“ Labour Front,” the educational organisa- 
tions of the “Hitler Youth,” the “S.A.” 
(Storm Troops), and the Labour Service will 
also be represented, and the great work they 
are accomplishing for the younger generation 
of Germans. 


GROWING TOBACCO 


Two enormous rooms devoted to science 
and culture, and finally a hall dedicated to 
German genius, go to complete the Hall of 
Honour. In the science section is shown ‘the 
first floor covering made in Germany from 
artificial rubber, and a Roentgen and metal- 
lurgical :Jaboratory containing an electric 
furnace which develops temperatures up to 
5,000 degrees Celsius. Here is also to be 
seen a greenhouse nine metres long by six 
high, constructed after the ers of the 


Berlin. In this greenhouse can be seen 
specimens of nicotineless tobacco plants, 
grape vines, potatoes and several kinds of 
rain, all so raised that they are immune 
rom disease. 
While the “culture” section contains many 
models of famous buildings, the room dedhi- 
cated to genius is more symbolic in character. 
Here, mounted on squares of black basalt 
rock, are busts, larger than life-size, of

GERMAN CULTURE 


Proceeding further through the Exhibition a 
large collection of interesting historical objects 


will be on view, such as the silver treasure of 
the Lueneburg Council, with its old dishes, 
mugs, coats-of-arms and the famous “ lion’s 
cup. From Koenigsberg will come the silver 
library of Duke Albrecht of Brandenburg, 
who in the principal city of East ‘Prussia 
once ruled as the last Supreme Master of the 
Order of German Knights. The original 
manuscript of the Hildebrand Song will also 
be shown. This is the oldest and the only 
piece of writing within the German Reich 
which bears witness to the ancient Germanic 
heroic ballads and songs. The song recounts 
the battle between the old heroic figure, 
Hildebrand, and his only son, Hadubrand, and 
constitutes a hymn in praise of German 
honour. 

From the plains of Northern Germany, in 
addition to the Lueneburg treasure, will come 
a six-metre-high model of the Hil- 
desheim ‘‘Knockenhauer Amtshaus,” one 
of the finest specimens of mediaeval 
trade guild houses in existence. The busy 
traffic of Hamburg harbour will be vividly 
pictured by a large-sized model, including 
moving ships, and the big dry-dock cranes 
of Niederfinow. East Germany, the land 
of forests, m and potato fields, will send 
examples of home-made arts and crafts from 
the Riesen-Gebirge; from Danzig will come 
specimens of East Prussian amber; from the 
same region exhibits from the thoroughbred 
horse-breeding farm of Trakehnen, and of 
the ‘‘ gliders’’ from Kossiten. The towns 
of Central Germany will contribute bright- 
coloured transparencies of many old legends 
and folklore fables, such as the Pied Pi r 
of Hameln, Baron Muenchhausen, and Till 
Eulenspiegel. Saxony will send specimens 
of Meissen porcelain, valuable books and 
documents from the ancient printing-houses 
of Leipzig, and lace and musical instruments 
from the Erz Mountains and Marnevkirchen. 

Western Germany, the land of the Rhine 
and its wines, will send fine reproductions 
of the great Cathedrals of Aix, Cologne, 
and Speyer. Views of the Roemerberg will 
come from Frankfurt-am-Main, while the 
Saar-Palatinate will contribute a relief map 
of its famous vineyard region. The 
series of German landscapes in- 
eludes those of the Neckar country 
from Lake Constance and from the Alps of 
Southern Germany. Here will be seen the 
Heidelberg Castle, Daimler’s first motor 
cycle, and a model of Count Zeppelin’s first 
airship. Nuremberg will send a model of the 
old city, Bamberg a cast of the historical 
“‘Domreiters,’’ so reminiscent of the chivalric 
age of the Hohenstanufens. Lastly, from the 
southernmost point of Germany comes a giant 
model of the Alpine Mountain ranges, 


TECHNICAL WONDERS 
Technical science and industry will pla 
a large part among the exhibits at the Exhibi- 
tion. Visitors will have a chance to use 
the latest devices for oversea telephoning, 
television and telentogtephy, All the German 
industries will display their models, showing 
the development of their work, and the City 
of Berlin will have a commercial exhibit 
entitled “ The Show-Window of the Reich.” 
Travel and transportation in the Third 
Reich will be personified by the gigantic 
project of the Reich motor highways. ‘The 
German railways, also, will exhbit their 
latest type of express locomotive, which 
sakes a regular schedule speed of 140 kilo- 
metres per hour. Alongside of this new 
model will be exhibited a model of their 
first express. locomotive, ‘‘'The Pfalz,"’ built 
in 1853. In the open space between the camp 
of the Labour Service Companies and the row 
of fifteen fountains, there will be a flower 
yarden containing half a million of flowers 
in full bloom.

NEW SWISS-GERMAN 
AGREEMENT

ON MUTUAL TRADE 
MATTERS 


Negotiations between Switzerland and Ger- 
wnany have led to an agreement on mutual 
trade matters which is mainly on the same 
lines of the treaty which recently expired. 
The quota for Swiss exports to Germany re- 
mains unaltered at £835,000, while German 
exports to Switzerland are to be increased 
to pay off Swiss creditors. Certain restric- 
tions on Gegman goods will be cancelled and 
quotas increased. 

As far as tourist traffic is concerned, the 
existing arrangement will continue. 21 million 
francs have been allotted to this purpose for 
the second half of the year. Switzerland will 
import German coal, in exchange for which 
German tourists will be able to buy coupons 
for Swiss hotels up to £41 per month and 
person. 

Swiss creditors will receive 800,000 francs 
a month for interest dues on first mortgages, 
and the amount set aside for second mort- 
gages will be 10 p.c. higher than hitherto. 
There is no change in the position of creditors 
whose demands fall under the stand:still 
agreement. The new agreement came into 
force on July 1, but will expire at the end 
of December so that Swiss-German trade re- 
lations will have to undergo a thorough re- 
vision before that time.

FOREIGN SALES INCREASE 


In May, 1936, the total output of the 
German motor industry was 4), cars, 
whereas no less than 54,441 licences were 
taken out. oe ge figures for 1935 
were 41,248 and 49,210. he total value of 
car sales in May was £9,000,000, £8,200,000 
being home sales and. £800,000 exports. 

The increase is mainly accounted for . by 
the big demand for private cars, especially 
of the 2 to 24 litre type. 22,568 of these 
models were sold, compared with 20,951 in 
1935. Small and medium cars were most 
popular with foreign buyers, and export sales 
rose by 62 per cent. against last year, 

The foreign turnover in the commercial 
car industry was even higher, amounting to 
72 per cent.. while the export of motor cycles 
showed an increase of as much as 87 per cent., 
and more than 24,500 motor cycle licences 
were issued.

JUNE TOTAL ONLY 1,300,000 


During June the number of Germans unem- 
ployed fel: by a further 176,000, making a 
total of 1,415,000, although experience has 
shown that the demand íor labour usually 
slackens in June. The impetus on the labour 
market has been greater this year when the 
number of people finding work in May-June 
amounted to 450,000, compared with 657,000 
in the same two months last year. At the 
same time it must not be forgotten that the 
total number of workless is 500,000 less than 
a year ago, and the temnorarily employed 
have also decreased altog“her by 100,000. 

Quite a large proportion of the remaining 
1,515,000 unemployed are older men -and 
women who are difficult to place, but as a 
number of districts are now free of unem- 
ployment, all efforts are being concentrated 
on the big towns and industrial centres and 
on finding vacancies for older people. The 
reduction in unemployment naturally led to 
an improvement of State expenditure. The 
number of persons depending on public funds 
decreased by about 130,000 in June, and 
public relief work was further restricted, so 
that in June there were only 105,000 persons 
on State relief schemes compared with about 
152,000 in May, 1936. 

The demand for labour is particularly lively 
in the building, building material and metal 
trades. In these branches even unskilled and 
older hands who had been out of work for 
many years were engaged after having done 
a short course to get them into practice.

PORT IMPROVEMENTS IN 
BREMEN

I A Government scheme for enlarging and 
improving the port of Bremen, which no longer 
falfilis requirements, began in the spring of 
1933, and the first section was. completed by 
the autumn of that year. ‘The depth of the 
port was increased so that vessels using the 
harbour could berth with perfect safety even 
at very low water. ‘The second half of the 
programme, involving the extension of another 
800 yards of the harbour, was taken in hand 
a few days ago. This new section is to be 
finished and opened to traffic by next summer 
for the main part. The basin is to be widened 
at the same time, and a third railway line 
built along the quayside will facilitate the 
transport of goods by rail. New cranes are 
also to be mmstalled, and it is estimated that 
these modern improvements will lead to an 
increase of 40 per cent. m the capacity of 
the port for handling goods. 


GERMAN SHIPBUILDING 
REVIVAL

The revival in German shipbuilding during 
last year was so great that most of the yards 
are not only fully oceupied at the moment, 
but have orders to keep them going for some 
time to come. Whereas at the end of 1932 
the total tonnage ordered only amounted to 
67,000 tons gross, it had risen to 439,000 by 
the end of 1935, and has increased again this 
year. Orders received during the first quarter 
of 1935 amounted to 153,000 tons, compared 
with nearly 156,000 tons in the second quarter 
of the present year. The total at the end of 
June was about 594,000 tons gross. Approxi- 
mately 76,700 tons gross have been com- 
pleted during the last three months so that 
the total sum of orders at German yards is 
about 675,500 tons gross: Several whale re- 
fineries have brought up this total consider- 
ably. In point of view of profits, German 
shipyards still have some difficulty in calen- 
lating their prices to compete with foreign 
countries with devaluated currency; but at 
the moment the majority of orders are for 
German owners, so that it is hoped that a 
reasonable profit will result. 
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
